The  author  of  this  pamphlet  is  a Jew  who 
has  been  a priest  since  1932.  In  two  previous 
pamphlets  * * he  endeavored  to  answer  intel- 
ligently and  sympathetically  such  questions  as : 
Why  don’t  Jews  believe  in  Jesus?  Can  they 
believe  in  Him?  Did  any  Jews  at  all  believe 
in  Him?  Was  Jesus  a good  Jew?  Did  Jews 
or  Romans  crucify  Jesus?  Is  the  history  of 
that  crucifixion  anti-semitic ? Is  there  a God? 
Did  Jesus  claim  to  be  God?  Did  he  really 
rise  from  the  dead?  Were  the  Gospels  written 
by  good  Jews?  Are  we  allowed  to  hate  and 
persecute  Jews? 

The  Subject  of  this  Pamphlet 

“Queen  of  the  Jews”  tells  about  a remark- 
able Jewess  known  and  praised  everywhere  as 
the  Blessed  Virgin.  Many  Jews,  mainly  the 
Liberals  with  their  Rabbis,  are  kindly  toward 
this  exceptional  Woman;  at  least  they  do  not 
besmirch  Her  intentionally.  They  just  call  Her 
the  wife  of  Joseph,  and  assert  in  good  faith, 
that  she  had  several  children  from  him.  Other 
Jews,  mostly  from  the  Orthodox  Group,  de- 
scribe Mary  as  a loose  woman  — to  put  it 
mildly.  A third  group  of  people  of  every 
nation  in  the  world  by  the  millions,  venerates 
this  Jewess  as  the  greatest  Woman  ever  to 
bless  this  sordid  earth  of  ours  with  the  sandals 
of  her  feet.  The  Name  of  Mary,  in  one  lan- 
guage or  another,  falls  with  gentle  veneration 
from  the  lips  of  more  than  half  the  world’s 
population,  because  they  profess  that  She  is 
the  Virgin-mother  of  the  Messiah  Jesus.  At 
times  we  find  non- Jews  moved  with  a holy 
envy  of  the  Jewish  People  for  the  honor  that 
comes  to  the  Jews  through  Jesus  and  Mary, 
St.  Ignatius,  for  example,  the  Founder  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  once  said  to  someone  who 
had  spoken  to  him  about  ‘pure’  blood  un- 
contaminated by  the  Jewish  ‘taint’:  “I  would 
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consider  it  a special  favor  from  God  had  I 
been  born  a Jew.  What  a marvellous  privilege 
it  is  to  be  joined  to  the  Messiah  and  to  . . . the 
glorious  Virgin  Mary  by  ties  of  blood!’’ 

''Our  God  and  God  of  our  Fathers, 
bless  us  with  the  three-fold  blessing 
of  Thy  Law,  written  by  the  hand  of 
Moses  Thy  Servant,  which  was  spoken 
by  Aaron  and  his  sons,  the  priests, 

Thy  holy  people,  as  it  is  said:  The 
Lord  bless  thee,  and  keep  thee:  the 
Lord  make  His  Face  to  shine  upon 
thee,  and  be  gracious  unto  thee:  the 
Lord  turn  His  Face  unto  thee,  and 
give  thee  peace.”

What  Jew  could  fail  to  feel  a certain  grat- 
ification in  the  knowledge  that  one  of  his  own 
People  is  so  honored  as  Mary  of  Nazareth? 
Paraphrasing  a famous  American  Poet,  the 
writer  wishes  to  reveal  this  Mary  as  the  Jew- 
ish People’s  Magnificent  Boast.  The  writer 
wishes  also  to  etch  into  Her  Crown  a title 
hitherto  perhaps  unspoken,  but  nevertheless 
most  appropriate  and  deserved,  namely, 
"Queen  of  the  Jews.”

She  whose 
Son  is  ‘^King  of  the  Jews”  is  in  a particular 
way  the  Queen  of  the  Jews;  without  ceasing 
to  be  at  the  same  time  the  Queen  of  all 
Peoples.  The  author  hopes  to  demonstrate  the 
devout  Jewishness  of  this  Daughter  of  King 
David,  so  as  to  help  all  readers  to  know,  ad- 
mire and  love  Her  the  more,  and  to  bring  to 
Jewish  readers  the  thrill  of  recognition. 

It's  a Wonder 

Should  not  the  world-wide  veneration  of  a 
Jewish  Maiden  cause  Jews  to  ponder:  How 
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could  a Jewish  woman  ever  come  to  get  so 
much  honor  from  non- Jews,  in  view  of  the  dis- 
dain that  many  non-Jews  hold  for  our  People? 
Why  do  we  find  millions  on  millions  praising 
this  Jewess  and  asking  Her  to  speak  to  God 
for  them?  Are  Her  miracles  real?  Does 
she  deserve  the  honor  that  She  gets?  And  if 
She  deserves  it,  what  reason  can  there  be 
except  that  She  is  the  Mother  of  the  Messiah? 

Well  then, — IS  She  that  Mother?  IS  Miriam 
Isaiah^s  ‘‘Virgin  (who)  shall  conceive  and 
bear  a son  whose  name  is  God-with-Us?’^ 
(7:14)  IS  She  Jeremiah^s  “Woman  (who) 
shall  encompass  a man?’^  (31:32)  IS  Mary 
the  Woman  whose  Seed  shall  crush  Satan’s 
head?  (Gen.  3:15) 

Conscience-burdened 

It  is  the  author^s  hope  and  prayer  that  his 
Jewish  fellowmen  will  read  tolerantly  what  he 
has  here  set  down,  and  sift  it  as  they  please, 
realizing  meanwhile  that  through  the  centuries, 
the  belief  of  BILLIONS  of  people  in 
Jesus  as  Messiah  and  in  Miriam  as  His  Virgin- 
Mother,  cannot  be  set  aside  with  an  irrespons- 
ible shrug.  It  seems  correct  to  say  that  a 
Jew  who  suspects  that  this  Miriam  is  the 
Mother  of  the  long-awaited  Messiah,  carries 
a conscience  burdened  under  God  to  investi- 
gate so  as  to  get  certainty  one  way  or  the 
other;  for,  if  Miriam  is  the  Mother,  then  Her 
Son  is  the  Messiah. 

ABOUT  SIX 

A few  paragraphs  about  Jesus  and  the 
crucifixion  seem  necessary  to  the  proper  de- 
velopment of  the  theme  of  this  pamphlet.  One 
day  a student  for  the  priesthood  asked  his 
professor  of  Scripture  a pointed  question:

HERE  IS  THE  BACKDROP 

Without  prejudice  to  contrary  opinion,  the 
author  wishes  to  adopt  this  learned  and  un- 
biassed view  of  a touchy  matter,  because  it 
radars  two  considerations  of  importance  to  all 
interested  parties.  First — this  opinion  nails 
the  FULLY  MALICIOUS  CRIMINAL  GUILT 
of  the  crucifixion  to  the  relatively  few — where 
it  belongs;  although  it  does  not  exonerate  al- 
together the  rank  and  file  Jews.  The  ignorant 
guilt  of  the  ordinary  Jews  of  the  time  is  so 
clearly  stated  by  a Jew  (St.  Peter)  to  his 
fellow-Jews  in  Jerusalem,  that  only  a blind 
or  prejudiced  individual  could  miss  it.  “I 
KNOW  THAT  YOU  DID  IT  IN  IGNO- 
RANCE,’^ said  Peter  to  a great  crowd  of 
Jews,  “as  did  also  your  Rulers.”  (Book  of 
the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  ch.  3,  verse  17.) 
Second:  the  opinion  of  the  Professor  points 
to  the  inescapable  lesson  of  all  history, — that 
ANY  MULTITUDE  WILL  SURELY  PAY  IN 
SUFFERING,  FOR  THE  CRIMES  OF  ITS 
LEADERS.  (The  author  has  presented  this 
whole  matter  in  satisfying  length  in  his  pam- 
phlet “Jews  and  You.”) 

Isn’t  it  well  known  that  only  about  100,000 
out  of  the  200,000,000  Russians  are  members 
of  the  Communist  Party?  Likewise,  a very 
small  number  of  Jews,  relatively  speaking, 
was  with  fully  enlightened  malice,  responsible 
for  the  crucifixion.  Even  if  the  Professor  had 
said  that  6000  instead  of  only  six  had  schemed 
to  crucify  Jesus,  we  should  still  find  that 
only  about  three  out  of  each  2000  Jews  in 
Jerusalem  on  Good  Friday,  were  aware  of  the

malicious  scheming  in  'high’  places,  for  the 
execution  of  Jesus.  It  had  been  rumored  He 
was  being  executed  as  a blasphemer  because 
He  called  Himself  God,  but  not  a few  of  the 
Jews  found  it  hard  to  understand  how  a man 
who  had  miraculously  healed  their  blind  and 
crippled,  and  had  raised  their  dead  before 
their  very  eyes,  could  blaspheme  the  God 
whose  power  he  evidently  had  at  His  absolute 
command.  They  knew  Him  personally  and 
loved  Him  dearly: — loved  Him  because  they 
had  been  blessed  by  His  miracles,  by  His  cures 
and  by  His  stirring  Teachings.  They  knew 
Him  in  the  unparalleled  kindness  of  His  smile 
and  in  the  sweetness  of  character,  and  in  His 
self-sacrificing  love  for  His  own  Jewish  Nation. 

SO  BEWARE! 

With  the  foregoing  observations,  let’s  get 
on  with  the  story  behind  the  story.  But  before 
presenting  it,  we  have  to  raise  a finger  of 
caution  to  non-Jews  and  Jews  alike.  Discus- 
sion of  matters  like  this  makes  us  think  of 
the  man  smoking  a cigarette  while  bending 
over  a carbide  pit:  it  blew  up  in  his  face. 
Non- Jewish  readers  could  wrongfully  use  as 
hate-propaganda  the  incident  I am  about  to 
narrate;  and  Jews  could  interpret  it  as  such. 
Be  on  your  guard;  leave  the  story  in  its  set- 
ting; it  is  there  for  the  sake  of  illustration, — 
not  for  hate.  This  pamphlet  is  rather  a love- 
propaganda.  Let  Jewish  readers  who  have 
never  heard  this  calumny  not  take  offense 
where  none  is  intended.  The  author  loves  his 
People  and  is  working  for  them — not  against 
them. 


MUMSER 

The  writer,  through  respect  for  the  feelings 
and  convictions  of  his  mother’s  sister,  a devout 
Orthodox  Jewess,  had  refrained  from  visiting 
her  for  a full  23  years  after  his  conversion 
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in  1920.  Realizing  however,  that  on  account  of 
her  great  age  she  could  not  be  long  for  this 
world,  he  arranged  with  his  two  brothers  that 
all  three  visit  her  together.  A long  subway 
ride  from  Manhattan  into  Brooklyn  brought 
us  within  a short  distance  of  her  home.  There 
we  Were  received  with  the  warmth  of  motherly 
affection  which  our  aunt  always  had  for  us. 
Came  the  customary:  ‘How  are  you?’  ‘Where 
have  you  been  all  these  years?’  ‘Why  didn’t 
you  write?’  And  then  she  popped  a question 
that  hit  me  between  the  eyes : 

“Do  you  believe  that  yayzus  (Jesus)  is 
God?”  She  pronounced  the  name  Jesus  in  her 
yiddish  way;  and  surprised  me  by  pronounc- 
ing it  at  all.  She  was  stone  deaf ; and  so  I had 
to  answer  “Yes,”  with  a nod  of  my  head. 

“Huh,”  she  countered  with  a toss  of  her 
head,  “don’t  you  know  that  he’s  a mumser?” 
(illegitimate  child). 

Now,  I had  read  that  13th  century-  Jewish 
publication  known  as  “Generations  of  Jesus” 
(Toledoth  Jesu)  in  which  the  moral  character 
of  Jesus  and  Mary  are  heartlessly  smeared; 
and  I was  well  aware  that  its  calumnies  were 
still  in  circulation  mainly  among  the  Orthodox. 
Nevertheless  I got  sick  at  heart  at  hearing 
this  so  bluntly  from  my  own  mother’s  sister. 
To  think  that  through  all  these  years  she  had 
honestly  believed  that  Christians  worshipped 
an  illegitimate  child  as  the  Divine  Messiah! 
To  think  that  she  had  been  accusing  Catholics 
of  praising,  and  praying  to  an  evil  woman. 
It  is  indeed  disconcerting  that  of  all  Jews 
it  should  be  the  genuinely  religious  Orthodox 
who  have  clung  to  these  horrible  calumnies 
through  the  centuries;  while  the  non-Ortho- 
dox,  not  so  religious,  scrapped  the  story  long 
ago.  This  is  evident  in  Valentine’s  Jewish 
Encyclopedia.  In  its  column  on  “Jesus  of 
Nazareth”  it  states:  “Toledoth  Jesu,”  a hebrew 
biography,  is  of  early  composition  with  no 
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background  in  fact.’’  (the  emphasizing  is 
mine). 

‘‘O  favor  us  with  knowledge, 
understanding  and  discernment 
from  Thee.  Blessed  art  Thou  O 
Lord,  gracious  Giver  of  knowl- 
edge.” (Jewish  Morning  Service). 

THE  JEWS  OF  TODAY  ARE 
LITTLE  TO  BLAME 

As  a boy  can’t  like  ice-cream  until  he  has 
tasted  it,  neither  can  you  love  someone  until 
you  know  him.  Yet,  conversely  it  is  fairly 
easy  to  sneer  at,  fear,  or  hate  what  you  don’t 
know.  A boy  will  turn  up  his  nose  at  a 
banana-split  only  if  he  thinks  it  is  no  good. 
Likewise,  the  Jews  among  us  (and  most  of 
them  are  good  people)  turn  their  backs  on 
Jesus  and  His  Mother  because  they  ignorantly 
think  They  are  bad ; or  because  they  think  that 
all  Christians  have  been  duped.  The  Jews  of 
today  just  do  not  know  the  real  Jesus  nor 
His  Mother! 

Well  then,  what  DO  they  know?  What  DO 
they  despise,  when  they  reject  the  greatest 
Jews  that  ever  lived?  I answer:  they  despise 
and  reject  only  what  you  and  I would  reject 
if  our  minds,  like  theirs,  had  been  fouled  with 
the  shameful  cartoon  of  Jesus  and  Mary  as 
given  in  ‘‘Generations  of  Jesus.”  The  Jews 
couldn’t  possibly  reject  the  real  Jesus  and 
Mary  if  they  knew  Them!  They  are  not  de- 
spising OUR  Messiah  and  OUR  Miriam,  but 
their  own: — their  own  image  of  Them  — a 
monstrosity  (as  will  be  shown)  invented  by 
those  relatively  few  leaders  in  the  beginning. 

WHO  STARTED  IT? 

Christians  will  recognize  in  “Generations  of 
Jesus”  the  deliberately  sabotaged  story  of  the 
Virgin -birth  of  Jesus  as  written  by  St.  Luke. 
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The  relatively  few  leaders  to  whom  we  have 
been  referring,  were  unable  to  deny  the  truth 
of  the  Gospel  that  was  being  preached  in  their 
day,  so  they  smeared  the  Virgin  into  a lustful 
unmarried  woman  in  order  to  be  consistent  in 
rejecting  Her  Son  as  Messiah.  Their  poisonous 
envy  they  needled  into  the  spiritual  blood- 
stream of  their  own  poor  People  so  contin- 
uously and  with  such  terrible  threats  as  at  last 
to  destroy  their  love  for  Jesus  and  Mary;  and 
to  reverse  that  love  in  some  instances  into 
murderous  hate.  ‘‘May  his  name  be  blotted 
out,’’  was  a curse  uttered  often  by  those  men 
against  Jesus — a curse  that  they  wrote  into 
their  histories  for  the  ‘benefit’  of  Jewish 
posterity. 

SMEAR  AND  FORGET 

More  devasting  than  an  H-bomb  on  the 
subsequent  centuries  of  Jews  was  that  cam- 
paign of  smear  and  oblivion!  It  left  nothing 
good,  nothing  true  about  Jesus  and  Mary  in 
their  memories.  It  left  merely  a vacuum 
about  that  Son  of  David  who  had  straightened 
the  limbs  of  their  crippled  ones ; had  unplugged 
the  ears  of  their  deaf  and  loosened  the  tongues 
of  their  dumb.  Even  in  the  kindest  of  Jewish 
minds  and  hearts  like  my  aunt’s  and  all  the 
others  whom  I know,  was  left  only  a black 
smear  of  calumny  and  ignorance  about  the 
Great  Jew,  Jesus,  who  had  delivered  their 
demoniacs  and  shriven  their  sinners,  and 
raised  their  dead  by  a simple  command.  In 
obedience  to  that  shibboleth  “May  his  name  be 
blotted  out,”  many  devout  Jews  of  today  will 
use  a circumlocution  when  they  find  it  neces- 
sary to  talk  about  Jesus.  They  will  say:  ‘that 
man,’  or  ‘that  meschumad’  (apostate),  or  ‘that 
idolater,’  or,  ‘that  mumser.’ 

O what  an  exsecrable  crime  those  (few) 
vicious  leaders  committed  against  their  own 
blood-brothers  in  Israel  from  then  until  now! 
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Their  sheep  (the  Jews)  rightly  expected  to  be 
led  into  green  pastures  of  spiritual  light  and 
strength;  but  instead,  those  wickedly  blind 
shepherds  walked  their  Flock  into  dark,  for- 
bidding wastelands  of  ignorance  and  despair. 
Would  to  God  there  were  some  way  to  rescue 
them  and  to  lead  them  back  to  their  GOOD 
Shepherd  whom  they  once  loved.  Well, — 
whom  they  once  loved  they  can  love  again, 
for  they  are  no  different  from  their  good 
ancestors  of  Jesus’  day.  If  the  Goodness  and 
Divine  Power  of  the  loveable  Jesus  Who  loved 
His  People  to  death  ever  became  known  to 
the  Jews,  they  would  again  fill  the  air  with 
their  Hosannas.  If  the  charm  and  spiritual 
beauty  of  Mary  of  Nazareth  could  once  again 
capture  their  hearts,  they  too  would  call  Her 
‘‘Blessed.”  It  is  undeniable  that  if  these  Two 
most  magnificent  Boasts  of  Israel  ever  became 
known  to  them,  they  would  evict  as  by  force 
the  ogre  that  has  stolen  Their  place,  and 
would  at  once  hug  Jesus  and  Mary  to  their 
hearts  with  tears  of  joy.  So  be  it. 

“And  may  His  Kingdom  soon  be 
revealed  and  made  visible  unto  us, 
and  may  He  be  gracious  . . . unto 
the  remnant  of  His  People,  the 
House  of  Israel,  granting  them 
grace,  kindness,  mercy  and  favor.” 
(Jewish  Morning  Service) 

THROUGH  JEWISH  GLASSES  — 

THE  JEWISH  VIRGIN 

The  teaching  of  the  Synagogue  has  always 
been,  and  still  is,  that  the  Messiah  is  to  come 
from  a virgin-birth.  So,  to  avoid  confusion 
about  the  Blessed  Virgin,  we  will  put  down 
here  the  teachings  of  the  Catholic  Church 
about  Her  virginity.  With  the  exception  of 
number  six  below,  the  Rabbis  of  the  Talmud, 
and  the  Rabbis  of  the  Jewish  Commentaries

on  the  Torah  and  Prophets,  teach  the  SAME 
about  their  future  Mother  of  the  Messiah  as 
we  do  about  the  Mother  of  Jesus:  read  on, 
and  you  will  see.  Here  are  the  Tenets  of  the 
Catholic  Church : 

1.  Almighty  God,  when  providing  a Mother 
for  His  Eternal  Son,  dispensed  with  the 
cooperation  of  a human  husband,  and 
Himself  planted  Life  in  Mary^s  womb. 
Evidently,  the  God  Who  created  the  en- 
tire human  race  from  nothing,  could  do 
this  unusual  thing.  The  Child  Whom 
Mary  then  conceived — ^was  The  Son  of 
God  (Divine),  on  His  Father^s  side; — 
and  the  Son  of  Man  (Human),  on  His 
Mother’s  side. 

2.  The  Blessed  Virgin  never  had  carnal 
congress. 

3.  Her  Divine-Human  Son,  was  Her  only 
Child. 

4.  Mary,  remained  a physically  intact  virgin 
even  while  giving  birth  to  Her  Son. 

5.  Mary  remained  a physically  intact  virgin 
until  the  end  of  Her  life. 

6.  Mary  of  Nazareth  had  made  up  her  mind 
(most  probably  by  a vow)  to  remain  a 
virgin  forever, — ^long  before  She  realized 
that  She  was  the  Virgin  foretold  by  the 
Jewish  Prophet  Isaiah. 

All  these  Catholic  Tenets  are  gathered  up 
into  the  well-known  line:  Mary  was  a virgin, 
before,  during  and  after  the  birth  of  Jesus. 
Says  Bishop  Sheen : ‘‘The  meaning  of  the 
Virgin-Birth  is  Divine  Love  acting  without 
benefit  of  flesh.  As  a result  She  (i.e.  after  the 
Angel’s  announcement  to  Her)  now  contains 
within  Herself  the  God  whom  the  heavens 
cannot  contain.  . . .”  (his  book  “The  World’s 
First  Love”).  This  union  of  motherhood  and 
virginity  in  Mary  of  Nazareth  together  with 
Her  holiness,  makes  Her  the  BLESSED  Vir- 
gin; and  explains  why  that  Title  was  given  to 
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Her  by  Jews  and  Gentiles  at  the  very  begin- 
ning, nearly  two  thousand  years  ago. 

As  Adam  came  from  virgin-earth 
So  Christ  appeared  in  Virgin-birth. 
Adam’s  mother  was  virgin  sod, 
Christ’s,  the  Virgin’s  womb, 
through  God. 

Sweet  dreams  of  a Jew 

One  evening  as  a pious  Jew  studied 
hungrily  the  closely  printed  lines  of  his  Tal- 
mud, his  eyes  grew  heavy  until  his  bearded 
head  fell  gently  to  sleep  on  the  pages  before 
him;  and  he  began  to  dream  about  the  Mes- 
siah. The  devout,  longing,  words  of  Rabbi 
Joseph  sounded  in  his  dreaming  ears:  ‘T  pray 
that  He  (the  Messiah)  will  come  in  my  days, 
that  I may  be  allowed  to  sit  in  the  shadow  of 
the  animal  on  which  He  rides.”  (Quoted  from 
The  Talmud).  Loud  echoes  next  came  to  him 
as  from  a deep  distant  chasm — as  through  the 
centuries:  Rabbis  crying  out  in  the  name  of 
all  Israel:” 

‘The  garment  with  which  God  will 
clothe  the  Messiah  will,  in  its 
splendor,  extend  from  one  end  of 
the  world  to  the  other.  ...” 
(Talmud) 

“Blessed  is  the  hour  in  which  the 
Messiah  was  created.” 

“BLESSED  IS  THE  WOMB 
FROM  WHICH  HE  CAME 
FORTH.” 

“Blessed  is  the  generation  that 
sees  Him.” 

“Blessed  is  the  eye  that  is  worthy 
to  look  upon  Him,  because  the 
opening  of  His  Lips  is  blessing  and 
peace ; ...  on  His  tongue  are  com- 
passion and  forgiveness ; His  prayer 
is  a delightful  fragrance  and  His 
supplication  holiness  and  purity. 
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0 fortunate  Israel,  just  think  of 
what  is  reserved  for  you  ( Quoted 
from  the  Talmud). 

A contented  smile  frames  the  corners  of  the 
Jew’s  mouth  as  he  conjures  up  his  image  of 
the  Messiah.  Yes,  the  Messiah  will  be  a man 
as  Rabbi  Nahman  says:  ‘Tf  the  Messiah  is 
among  the  living  he  is  a man  like  myself,  for, 
it  is  said  of  him  by  Jeremiah  (30:21):  ‘‘And 
their  Leader  shall  be  of  themselves  (the  Jews) 
and  their  Ruler  shall  proceed  from  the  midst 
of  them.”  (Quoted  from  the  Talmud).  So — 
he  will  be  a man!  Greater  than  Moses  and  the 
Prophets.  What  then  will  His  Mother  be  like? 
Surely  She  will  have  to  be  somehow  greater 
than  all  women;  but  how  will  He  make  Her 
greater  than  all  women?  What  should  He  do 
for  that  Mother  of  the  Messiah  that  He  has 
not  done  for  other  great  women? 

The  good  Jew  dreamed  on:  Images  of  some 
of  the  Synagogue’s  greatest  women  passed  be- 
fore the  eyes  of  the  sleeping  Talmudist : 
Sarah,  the  Wife  of  our  Father  Abraham?  No. 
Messiah’s  Mother  is  going  to  give  flesh  to  “God 
the  Mighty,”  to  “The  Prince  of  Peace”  “The 
Redeemer;”  there  is  no  comparison.  Miriam  the 
Sister  of  Moses?  No;  for  Miriam  gave  pain  to 
God.  Judith?  whom  the  High  Priest  and  all 
the  People  called:  “.  . . the  glory  of  Jerusalem, 
the  joy  of  Israel,  the  honor  of  our  People  . . . 
your  heart  has  been  strengthened  because  you 
have  loved  chastity  . . . you  shall  be  blessed 
forever.”  No;  for  Judith  was  withal  a woman 
of  blood.  Queen  Esther?  No;  for  with  all  her 
charm  and  beauty,  she  too  was  a woman  asso- 
ciated with  blood. 

If  I were  Sod 

In  his  dream  the  Jew  shook  his  head  neg- 
atively: none  of  these  women,  nor  even  one 
of  them  with  the  virtues  and  beauty  of  all, 
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can  paint  for  me  the  mother  I would  make  for 
myself  if  I were  God.  This  mother  is  destined 
to  be  the  fleshly  Tabernacle  of  God  with  men ; 
she  must  carry  Him  for  nine  months  beneath 
Her  heart;  hold  Her  breast  to  His  Holy  lips; 
kiss  His  beautiful  forehead  and  cheeks,  and 
hug  Him  affectionately.  This  Mother  must  be 
able  to  give  befitting  love  to  a Son  who  is 
Divine  Love  Itself.  What  an  amazingly  beauti- 
ful and  holy  creature  She  will  have  to  be! 
I think  that  if  I were  God  I would  plumb  the 
deep  eternal  wells  of  my  Wisdom,  Power  and 
Love  for  the  making  of  the  Woman  who  is 
to  be  the  Mother  of  the  world’s  Redeemer. 
The  dreaming  Jew  now  recalled  the  blessing 
that  his  good  wife  had  wished  on  their  newly- 
born  daughter:  “May  you  be  worthy  to  be- 
come the  Mother  of  the  Messiah.”  O if  I were 
God  what  a mother  I would  make  for  myself! 

Someone  was  shaking  his  shoulder:  “Noo, 
David;  wake  up;  it’s  time  to  go  to  bed”  he 
heard  his  wife  saying. 


"WHOM  THE  KING  HAS  A 
MIND  TO  HONOR" 

(Book  of  Esther) 

King  Assuerus  one  day  called  his  Prime 
Minister  before  him  and  asked:  “What  ought 
to  be  done  to  the  man  whom  the  King  has  a 
mind  to  honor?”  Haman,  thinking  the  honor 
was  intended  for  himself,  replied:  “(He) 
ought  to  be  clothed  with  the  King’s  apparel 
. . . and  have  the  Royal  crown  placed  oli  his 
head.”  Now  how  should  the  “King  of  Kings” 
honor  the  woman  whom  He  is  going  to  have 
for  His  Mother?  whom  the  King  of  Kings  is 
going  to  make  into  the  Queen  of  Queens?  She 
should  be  made  to  don  the  apparel  of  the  King 
of  Kings — not  any  mere  gold-plated  crown,  or 
golden  walls  as  for  His  Shekinah  Tabernacle 
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in  the  desert;  but  a holiness  and  spiritual 
beauty  excelled  only  by  the  King  of  Kings 
Himself.  Golden  soul  and  golden  body — a 
fleshly  temple  really  worthy  of  the  Lord  of 
Lords. 

God  must  make  this  Woman,  this  Virgin  as 
nearly  like  Himself  as  He  can.  She  must  be 
His  Own  exclusive  possession.  Her  love  of 
God  and  Her  devotion  to  Him  must  tolerate 
no  division,  such  as  part  to  God  and  part  to 
man.  No  defilement  of  the  tiniest  speck  of 
sin,  whether  inherited  (original)  or  committed, 
must  ever  be  allowed  to  touch  Her,  * else  it 
would  happen  that  Eve  the  sinner,  was,  be- 
fore her  fall,  greater  and  purer  than  the 
Mother  of  the  Messiah — unthinkable! 

SUCH  EXCLUSIVENESS  OF 
LOVE  AND  OF  FLUORESCENT 
SANCTITY  COULD  BE  HERS 
ONLY  IF  GOD  GIVES  HER  A 
VIRGINITY  THAT  IS  ABSO- 
LUTE AND  PERPETUAL,  AND 
A SINLESSNESS  SECOND  ONLY 
TO  HIS  OWN  ETERNAL  SPIR- 
ITUAL PURITY.  ONLY  THUS 
SHOULD  THE  KING  OF  KINGS 
HONOR  THE  QUEEN  OF 
QUEENS. 

That  such  was  the  'Crown’  placed  on  the 
Immaculate  Virgin,  Mary  of  Nazareth,  we 
shall  see  as  we  read  on. 

"May  it  be  the  Will  of  Our  Father 
who  is  in  heaven  that  good  tidings 
of  salvation  and  comfort  be  heard 
and  published,  and  that  He  may 
gather  our  banished  ones  from  the 
four  corners  of  the  earth.”

GOD'S  'WIFE' 

(A  Talmud  Story) 

The  following  story  is  presented  without 
any  warlike  sentiments,  but  sympathetically, 
to  dispose  of  a kind  of  reasoning  that  has 
cheated  many  unsuspecting  people  of  the 
truths  of  God.  . . . ^Tn  the  sixth  century,  a 
certain  Jewish  officer  of  King  Eilprich,  named 
Priscus,  was  forced  into  a controversy.  When 
told  that  he  should  embrace  Christianity,  he 
replied : ‘T  cannot  believe  that  to  save  sinners 
God  was  compelled  to  enter  into  marital  rela- 
tions with  a woman.  . . 

The  answer  to  this  specious  and  painful 
quibble  is  obvious.  Priscus  thinks  it  is  beneath 
the  dignity  of  God  to  create  a human  being 
without  the  help  of  a man,  as  though  God 
were  unable  to  do  so ! A Christian  could  at 
once  refute  Priscus  by  retorting:  ‘And  I on 
my  part,  cannot  believe  that  to  save  the  Jew- 
ish Nation  from  the  Egyptian  armies,  God 
was  in  any  sense  compelled  (to  use  your  term) 
to  dry  up  a passage  of  the  Red  Sea,^  so  that 
“the  Children  of  Israel  went  in  through  the 
midst  of  the  Sea  dried  up/'  (Exod.  14)  How- 
ever, just  as  Priscus  was  wrong  in  measuring 
his  own  puny  intelligence  against  God's,  so 
too  the  Christian  would  be  wrong  by  criticiz- 
ing God's  miracle  at  the  Red  Sea.  A person 
can  be  compelled  to  do  something  only  by 
someone  more  powerful;  but  every  Jew  knows 
that  there  exists  no  power  greater  than  God. 
And,  as  to  man's  approval  of  what  God  plans 
to  do,  we  may  read  in  Ezechiel : . Are  not  my 

ways  right,  O house  of  Israel?  . . ."  (18:29)  : 
and  in  Isaiah,  “For  as  the  heavens  are  exalted 
above  the  earth,  so  are  my  w^ays  exalted  above 
your  ways,  and  my  thoughts  above  your 
thoughts."  (55:9)  ; and  in  Jeremiah:  “Behold; 
I am  the  Lord  God  of  all  flesh;  is  anything 
too  hard  for  me?"  (32:26).  It  is  purest  Juda- 
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ism  as  well  as  Christianity,  that  God  does 
wisely  whatever  He  decides  to  do,  and  that  no 
man  can  ask  God  ^‘What  hast  thou  done?^^ 
(Bk.  of  Wisdom).  All  the  wisdom  of  men  is 
mere  foolishness  with  God;  and  that  which 
seems  to  men  to  be  God’s  foolishness  is  Divine 
Wisdom. 

With  all  this, — the  Jewish  Officer’s  second 
biggest  blunder  was  his  apparent  ignorance  of 
his  own  People’s  Sacred  Scriptures  and  Divine 
Traditions  about  a virgin  who  is  to  conceive 
by  no  other  power  than  that  of  Almighty 
God.  We  will  clarify  this  Divine  Tradition  as 
we  proceed.  Meanwhile  we  ought  not  to  act 
surprised  or  shocked  at  the  thought  that  God 
takes  unto  Himself  a ‘Spouse,’  provided  we 
avoid  groszy  considering  the  Espousal  a “mar- 
ital relation.”  For  since  God  allows  every  man 
to  take  a virgin  as  his  wife,  may  He  not  have 
a Virgin  for  Himself  and  keep  her  so? 

WHY  NOT  — IF  HE  COULD? 

Viewing  the  Virgin-Birth  from  the  eyes  of 
a Jew  living  before  the  coming  of  Jesus,  it  is 
seen  to  be  fitting  and  best  for  God  to  make  of 
the  Woman  who  is  to  bring  forth  the  Re- 
deemer, the  most  beautiful  creature  ever  to 
come  from  His  creative  Hands — the  Redeemer 
alone  excepted.  Now, — since  a wise  man  in- 
variably does  what  he  know^  he  ought  to  do 
and  can  do,  shall  we  deny  equal  wisdom  to 
God? 

BUT— IT  IS  RIGHT  AND  DIGNI- 
FIED AND  BEST  FOR  GOD  TO 
HAVE  A PERPETUAL  VIRGIN 
AS  THE  MOTHER  OF  THE  RE- 
DEEMER: GOD  IS  INFINITELY 
WISE,  AND  CAN  ACCOMPLISH 
SUCH  A WONDER:  THERE- 
FORE HE  DID. 

God  PLANNED  to  create  such  a Virgin; 
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and  this  plan  we  may  see  in  the  forecasts  of 
the  Jewish  Inspired  Prophets:  God  DID 
CREATE  THIS  VIRGIN;  and  this  creation 
we  may  find  in  authentic  history. 

This  plan  is  of  course  the  very  point  for 
which  any  discriminating  Jew  should  demand 
proof;  and  it  is  the  writer^s  hope,  with  the 
help  of  God,  to  offer  it.  Here  is  our  proposi- 
tion: 

THE  WOMAN  WHO  IS  TODAY 
VENERATED  ALL  OVER  THE 
WORLD  BY  EVERY  NATION  AS 
THE  BLESSED  VIRGIN  — THE 
WOMAN  WHO  HAS  BEEN  VEN- 
ERATED AS  SUCH  BY  BILL- 
IONS FROM  THE  BEGINNING, 

IS  THE  VIRGIN  FORETOLD  BY 
ISAIAH  IN  HIS  FAMOUS 
PROPHECY: 

^^BEHOLD!  A VIRGIN 
SHALL  CONCEIVE  AND 
BEAR  A SON  WHOSE 
NAME  SHALL  BE  GOD- 
WITH-US.^’  (7:14) 

It  will  be  evident  that  a Jew  who  has  discov- 
ered the  Mother,  will  have  found  the  Son  too; 
that  the  Jew  who  has  found  the  Virgin  Blessed, 
will  have  found  also  the  Messiah  Blessed.  And 
may  God  grant  such  a discovery  at  long  last 
to  Miriam's  People,  thus  setting  their  hunger- 
ing minds  and  troubled  hearts  at  rest  in 
JESHUAH  HA  MESHIACH  (the  Anointed 
Saviour)  ! One  truth  that  gleams  in  the  twi- 
light heavens  of  Jewish  Scripture  and  Tradi- 
tions like  the  Planet  Venus  in  an  evening  sky 
is  this;  in  the  words  of  the  Rabbis:  ‘‘ALL 
THE  PROPHETS  WITHOUT  EXCEPTION 
PROPHESIED  ONLY  ABOUT  THE  DAYS 
OF  THE  MESSIAH"  ( Talmud,— Tract  San- 
hedrin). Since  this  is  so, — then  every  believing 
Jew  must  be  in  one  of  two  states  of  soul: 
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either  he  has  found  the  Messiah ; or  he  is  still 
devoutly  waiting  for  Him.  A Jew  who  has 
rejected  the  idea  of  a Messiah,  remains  in- 
deed a Hebrew,  but  he  has  discarded  a car- 
dinal Belief  of  his  Synagogue  and  has  fleeced 
himself  of  his  one  great  Consolation. 

‘'Blessed  art  Thou,  O Lord  our 
God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  God 
of  Abraham,  God  of  Isaac,  and 
God  of  Jacob  . . . who  rememberest 
the  pious  deeds  of  the  Patri- 
archs, and  in  love  wilt  bring  a 
redeemer  to  their  childrens^  chil- 
dren for  Thy  Name's  Sake."

MARY  OF  NAZARETH 
JEWISH  BOAST  OR 
JEWISH  HOAX? 

Relatively  easy  as  it  seems  to  demonstrate 
that  Mary  of  Nazareth  is  the  Mother  of  the 
Messiah,  it  seems  relatively  impossible  to 
prove  that  She  is  not  that  Mother.  For  in- 
stance— if  the  virgin-birth  story  is  a lie — it  is 
a lie  gigantic  enough  to  make  a Munchhausen 
sound  like  an  honest  George  Washington!  A 
‘tair  story  it  must  be,  that  could  snare  bil- 
lions of  good,  common-sense  people  for  nine- 
teen centures.  Try  to  imagine  the  thousands 
of  Jews  who  accepted  Jesus,  gulping  down  a 
lie  like  that,  and  even  suffering  the  torturer's 
rack  and  knife  in  support  of  it!  Try  also  to 
imagine  all  the  good  and  learned  people  of 
today  sweating  out  their  lives,  and  many 
shedding  their  blood,  for  that  same  alleged 
‘lie.'  Talk  about  miracles!  Here  we  would 
have  a mountainous  one,  almost  as  great  as 
any  on  record.  The  very  notion  that  such  a 
supposed  ‘lie'  was  espoused  by  these  billions 
of  Jews  and  non- Jews  would  work  by  reverse 
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logic  to  settle  the  Virgin-Birth  as  an  historical 

fact. 

For  if  it  were  possible  that  all  these  bil- 
lions have  been  the  victims  of  a hoax,  then  we 
would  have  achieved  at  last  the  perfect  crime 
of  all  history;  a crime  that  wraps  itself  in  a 
shroud  of  mystery  deeper  and  darker  as  we 
reflect 

1.  that  we  ourselves,  nearly  2000  years 
away  from  the  historic  moment  of  this 
Virgin-Birth  Incident  can  investigate  it; 
and  having  done  so,  we  have  found  no 
flaw  in  its  historical  accuracy. 

2.  that  those  first  Believers  (Jews  as  well 
as  Pagans)  were  right  there  on  the 
ground,  and  were  able  to  talk  with  Jesus, 
Mary  and  the  Disciples. 

3.  that  those  flrst  Believers  had  in  their 
possession  authentic  documents.  They 
could  easily  examine  into  the  Books  of 
Moses  and  the  Prophets  in  the  original 
hebrew.  They  had  before  them  the  greek 
translation  of  these  Hebrew  Books, 
made  by  the  Jews  themselves  about  two 
hundred  years  before  the  coming  of 
Jesus.  Could  the  Virgin-Birth  of  Jesus 
possibly  be  a forgery  in  face  of  these 
historical  facts? 

We  Jews  of  today  owe  it  to  the  intelligence 
of  our  People  ’way  back  there  to  say  that 
those  who  accepted  Jesus  the  Son  of  Mary,  as 
Messiah,  must  have  sifted  this  gravely  impor- 
tant Event  as  they  had  never  sifted  any 
religious  matter  before.  They  were  Jews,  let 
us  emphasize;  and  though  we  can  admit  that 
they  could  have  suffered  deception,  must  we 
not  admit,  that  they  had  also  the  brains  to 
recover  from  deception?  Such  recovery  was 
demonstrated  in  regard  to  certain  false  mes- 
siahs  who  appeared  among  the  Jews  in  later 
years;  like  Bar  Cochba  (2nd  century)  and 
Sabbatai  Zwi  (17th  century).  Both  of  these 
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flashed  for  a moment  on  the  Messianic  horizon, 
like  small  meteors,  but  were  quickly  snuffed 
out  again  in  the  darkness  that  had  sired  their 
lurid  light.  Many  Jews  believed  in  Bar  Coch- 
ba,  but  then  rejected  him  when  he  failed  to 
fulfill  the  Phophecies:  and  many  more  Jews 
believed  in  Sabbatai  Zwi;  but  ditched  him 
when  they  discovered  the  ^mask’  on  his  face. 
Zwi  died  as  a Mohammedan! 

JEWS  AND  VIRGINITY 
(Oil  vs  Water) 

On  a still  greater  score  does  the  Virgin- 
Birth  of  Jesus  make  valid  history.  The  intel- 
ligent Jews  of  the  Jesus-era  COULD  not  have 
invented  such  a tale,  for  the  simple  reason 
that  no  Jew  WOULD  have  done  so.  Why 
not?  because  the  Jewish  traditions  about  marr- 
iage would  have  prevented  their  glorifying 
a virgin  unless  urged  to  do  so  by  some  extra- 
ordinary and  compelling  reason.  It  was  taken 
for  granted  among  Jews  that  all  women  should 
marry  in  the  hope  of  becoming  the  Mother  of 
the  Messiah.  The  Rabbis  of  old-time  declared 
that  the  world  had  been  created  only  to  re- 
produce life;  and  that  anyone  who  did  not 
seek  offspring  was  to  be  considered  just  as 
guilty  as  one  who  sheds  innocent  blood.  No 
wonder  the  Jews  frowned  on  celibacy;  no 
wonder  that  those  who  were  unfortunate 
enough  to  miss  marriage,  or  to  be  sterile,  felt 
a reproach  upon  themselves.  The  Talmud 
carries  down  this  tradition  in  rather  cruel 
wording  here  and  there;  as  for  instance: 
‘‘Seven  persons  are  excommunicated  before 
heaven;  A Jew  who  has  no  wife. . . .^’(Pesa- 
chim) ; “A  Jew  who  has  no  wife  is  not  a man” 
(Yevamoth). 

We  find  this  reproach  in  Annah  of  the  Old 
Testament,  and  in  the  Jewess  Elizabeth  of  the 
New.  Elizabeth’s  words  are  recorded  in  the 
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first  chapter  of  the  Gospel  as  written  by  St. 
Luke:  After  a son  (John  the  Baptist)  had 
been  given  to  Elizabeth  in  her  advanced  age, 
she  said:  ‘Thus  has  the  Lord  . . . had  regard 
to  take  away  my  reproach  among  men.’" 

Good  and  intelligent  Jews  therefore,  would 
have  had  nothing  to  do  with  Miriam  had  she 
been  a make-believe  virgin;  and  much  less 
would  they  have  invented  a virgin-birth.  They 
would  have  laughed  to  scorn  on  more  than 
one  count  any  mere  legend  or  ‘bed-time’  story 
about  a Jewish  virgin-birth. 

SURELY  SOME  GREAT  WOND- 
ER MUST  HAVE  MADE  THEM 
NOT  ONLY  HONOR  A VIRGIN, 

BUT  EVEN  TO  CALL  HER 
BLESSED ! 

WERE  THE  JEWS  FOOLED? 

The  thousands  of  Jews  who  believed  that 
Miriam  of  Nazareth  was  the  Virgin-Mother 
of  Jesus,  may  be  considered  in  one  of  three 
ways: — either  they  had  all  been  deceived; — 
OR  they  were  all  deceivers;  OR  they  were  in 
full  possession  of  Divine  Truth  on  every  count. 
On  the  supposition  that  they  had  been  de- 
ceived, they  would  indeed  have  preached  about 
the  Virgin-Birth,  but — would  they  not  have 
been  pushed  into  a corner  in  a hurry  by  dis- 
criminating Jews?  We  have  no  record  of  such 
a ‘pushing.’  If  they  had  been  deceivers,  what 
surer  and  quicker  way  could  they  have  chosen 
to  wreck  their  own  diabolic  plan  than  that  of 
preaching  that  Jesus  was  the  son  of  a woman 
who  had  no  husband?  Deceivers  or  liars 
would  have  been  ‘cagey’  enough  not  to  say 
a word  about  virginity,  in  face  of  their  Peo- 
ple’s attitude  toward  it.  For,  an  announce- 
ment about  the  ‘virginity’  of  their  fictitious 
‘mother  of  the  Lord’  would  have  branded  her 
as  an  adulteress,  and  would  have  besmirched 
their  false  messiah  as  an  illegitimate  child. 
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APPLES  EVERYWHERE! 

Yes — the  Jewish  Disciples 
upset  the  applecart,  by  say- 
ing and  doing  just  exactly 
what  any  crafty  deceivers 
would  have  avoided  at  all 
costs. 

Had  the  Apostles  been  the  victims  of  a 
lie;  or  had  they  themselves  preached  a lie,  we 
would  have  no  Catholic  Church  today!  Here 
is  what  they  preached  to  Jews  who  were  in 
quiet  possession  of  their  senses  and  were  in  a 
critical  mood  too:  1.  The  Apostles  preached 
that  Mary,  who  could  be  visited  by  any  one 
for  the  asking,  was  the  Virgin-Mother  of 
Jesus:  and  that  Jesus  was  the  ' Messiah.  2. 
They  preached  this  boldly  in  the  streets  of 
Jerusalem,  in  the  Synagogues,  in  the  Temple, 
and  even  in  the  Jewish  High  Courts.  3.  Then 
— in  deference  to  a plea  by  some  of  the  Jews 
of  Jerusalem,  Levi  (Matthew)  one  of  the 
Apostles,  even  wrote  down  their  Teaching 
about  Mary  and  Jesus  in  the  Hebrew- Jeru- 
salemite dialect.  4.  The  Apostles  further 
preached  that  Joseph,  had  never  had  carnal 
union  with  Mary  his  legal  wife.  5.  To  their 
audiences  of  Jews  who  had  always  known 
Jesus  as  merely  the  natural  son  of  Joseph  the 
Carpenter,  they  said  cooly:  ^ ‘Jesus  is  not 
Joseph’s  own  natural  son  at  all.”  6.  And  fin- 
ally, the  Jewish  Apostles  preached  bluntly 
(ready  to  take  all  the  consequences  of  their 
statement)  that  JESUS  HAD  NO  MERE  MAN 
AS  HIS  FATHER,  but  had  been  fathered  in 
Mary  by  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  Himself! 
Surely  they  were  begging  for  trouble  and 
total  defeat! 
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BUT.  WHAT  HAPPENED? 

As  history  testifies,  a mass-conversion  of 
Jews  took  place.  And  where  scorn  and  defeat 
might  have  been  expected,  belief  was  the 
order  of  the  day.  After  one  sermon  and  in 
one  day,  about  three  thousand  Jews,  the 
learned  as  well  as  the  unlearned,  openly  and 
in  public  acknowledged  Jesus  as  the  Messiah 
and  Mary  His  Mother  as  the  Virgin  of  Isaiah 
Similar  mass-conversions  of  Jews  multiplied 
as  months  grew  into  years.  Out  of  the  several 
such  conversion-incidents  on  record  here  is 
just  one,  written  in  the  Book  of  the  Acts  of 
the  Apostles:  ‘‘A  great  throng  of  Jews  and 
Greeks  accepted  the  Faith.’’  (ch.  14).  It  is 
commonly  known  also,  that  the  first  fifteen 
Bishops  of  Jerusalem  were  Jews;  and  that 
Priests  of  the  Temple,  and  Scribes,  and  Phar- 
isees embraced  Jesus  and  Mary  as  the  ‘Tong- 
desired  of  the  eternal  hills,” — the  Messiah 
and  His  Mother.  Moreover,  none  of  them  ever 
dreamed  of  changing  their  Religion;  change 
wasn’t  even  mentioned  and  couldn’t  have  been 
mentioned,  regardless  of  how  their  act  was 
later  described.  They  considered  themselves 
perfectly  good  Jews  when  welcoming  the  Mes- 
siah whom  their  own  Jewish  Prophets  had 
visioned  and  talked  about.  They  acknowl- 
edged Him  who  “had  come,  not  to  destroy  the 
Law  (of  the  Synagogue)  but  to  fulfill  it;”  and 
they  knew  that  by  their  profession  of  belief 
in  Jesus  as  the  Messiah,  they  were  better  Jews 
than  ever  before! 

“May  the  All-Merciful  make  us 
worthy  of  the  days  of  the  Messiah, 
and  of  life  of  the  world  to  come” 
(Jewish  Prayer-Book)

THE  SYNAGOGUE  ALWAYS  EXPECTED 
A VIRGIN  BIRTH  FOR 
THE  MESSIAH 

Such  mass-conversions  of  Jews  as  just  noted, 
together  with  the  mass-conversions  of  the 
Gentile  Nations  that  followed,  would  have 
been  impossible  in  the  deepest  moral  meaning 
of  the  word,  if  the  Jewish  People  had  not  had 
a constant,  irremoveable  Belief  (Divine  Tra- 
dition) that  the  Messiah  was  to  have  a Jewish 
virgin  as  His  Mother.  This  Tradition  we  find 
expressed  with  amazing  clearness  by  the  RAB- 
BIS of  the  ORTHODOX  Synagogue,  both 
Ancient  and  Modern. 

When  the  Rabbis  spoke  about  the  coming 
of  the  Messiah  they  used  the  expression:  ‘‘He 
is  to  come  into  the  world  from  a different 
principle  or  source,’’ — that  is.  He  was  to  come 
from  outside  the  world  and  in  a way  of  birth 
that  was  not  the  usual  way,  but  a different 
way.  See  the  Appendix  to  this  pamphlet  for 
several  of  the  many  Rabbinical  traditions  on 
this  point. 

Again — such  mass-conversions  would  have 
been  impossible  had  there  been  no  Prophecy 
in  the  Torah  and  Prophets  concerning  the 
birth  of  the  Messiah  from  a Virgin  inviolate. 

And,  these  mass-conversions  would  again 
have  been  impossible  if  the  hebrew  word 
“Almah”  in  Isaiah’s  Prophecy  had  not  always 
been  understood  by  the  Jews  as  meaning 
“virgin,”  and  only  that.  Here  is  the  Prophecy 
itself;  as  found  in  Isaiah  7:14: 

“Behold!  a Virgin  (Almah)  shall 
conceive  and  (while  still  a virgin) 
shall  bring  forth  a Son,  whose 
Name  shall  be  God-with-us.” 

Those  who  know  some  hebrew  must  be 
aware  that  the  hebrew  text  of  the  above 
Prophecy  uses  a participial  construction  which 
warrants  inserting  the  phrase  “while  still  a 
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virgin.”  The  Hebrew  text  should  be  made  to 
read:  ‘‘Behold  (something  wonderful),  A 
Virgin  shall  be  conceiving  and  bearing.  . . .” 

“Blessed  art  Thou,  O Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe, 

for  having  chosen  good  Prophets 
and  for  having  found  pleasuure  in 
their  words,  which  were  spoken 
with  truth.” 

(from  “Morning  Service  for  Sabbath 
and  Feasts;  Authorized  Daily 
Prayer-Book  of  Jews) 

ALMAH  — NAARA  — BETULAH 
(Three  Words  for  'virgin') 

The  writer  is  of  course  familiar  with  the 
Rabbinic  opinion  that  “Almah”  (virgin)  can 
also  mean  ‘an  unmarried  woman  who  is  not 
a virgin.’  Needless  to  say,  a small  pamphlet 
is  no  place  for  an  extended  discussion  of  this 
opinion  on  which  whole  books  have  been  writ- 
ten. Yet,  for  completeness’  sake,  we  will  offer 
a few  pointed  observations  for  our  discrim- 
inating Jewish  readers: 

1.  The  case  for  Miriam’s  Virgin-Mother- 
hood of  Jesus  as  the  Messiah  does  not  depend 
exclusively  on  the  meaning  given  to  the  word 
“Almah;”  nor  does  it  even  depend  exclusively 
on  the  Isaiah  Prophecy  itself. 

2.  The  great  Rabbis  of  the  Talmud,  and 
those  of  the  Midrasch  (Biblical  commentary) 
teach  that  the  Child  whom  Isaiah  said  should 
be  named  “God-with-us”  (Emmanuel)  is  the 
Messiah.  But  these  same  Rabbis  taught  also 
that  the  Messiah,  whenever  He  might  appear, 
“was  to  come  from  a principle  or  source  dif- 
ferent from  that  of  all  other  creatures.”  That 
is, — He  was  not  to  have  any  earthly  father. 
Would  it  not  then  seem  to  follow  logically 
that  the  “Almah”  whom  Isaiah  calls  the 
mother  of  this  “God-with-us,”  must  have  no

other  meaning  in  the  text  than  ‘Virgin?’’ 

3,  LEVI  (also  known  as  St.  Matthew)  was 
a well-informed  Jew  of  his  day,  and  a close 
follower  of  Jesus.  When  reasoning  with  his 
fellow- Jews  about  the  Messiah,  trying  to  show 
them  that  Miriam  was  the  Virgin-Mother  of 
that  Messiah,  he  said: 

‘‘Regarding  the  conception  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  circumstances 
were  as  follows:  His  Mother  Mary 
had  been  espoused  to  Joseph;  but 
before  “they  lived  together  it  was 
found  that  She  was  pregnant.  . . . 
Joseph,*  Her  Husband,  being  right- 
minded  and  unwilling  to  expose 
Her,  resolved  to  put  Her  away 
without  public  formalities.  He  had 
just  made  up  his  mind  to  this 
course  when  an  angel  of  the  Lord 
appeared  to  him  in  a dream  and 
said:  “Joseph,  Son  of  David,  do 
not  scruple  to  take  Mary,  your 
wife,  into  your  home.  Her  concep- 
was  wrought  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 

She  will  bear  a Son,  and  you  shall 
name  Him  Jesus  (Saviour),  for  he 
will  save  the  people  from  their 
sins.^’  This  event  with  all  its  cir- 
cumstances was  to  fulfill  the  Lord^s 
prediction  made  through  the  Proph- 
et, who  says:  “Behold,  The  Virgin 
will  be  pregnant  and  give  birth  to 
a Son  who  will  be  called  ‘Emman- 
nueP  which  means  ‘God-with-us.^ 

(1st  chapter) 

Now,  Levi,  by  alleging  the  Isaiah  Prophecy, 
wittingly  or  unwittingly  revealed  the  un- 
disputed, quietly  accepted  Divine  Tradition  of 
the  Jewish  Religion  about  a Virgin-Birth  for 
the  Messiah;  while  at  the  same  time  he  shows 
that  the  Jewish  People  understood  “Almah” 
of  the  Isaiah  Prophecy  to  mean  a virgin. 
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THE  JEWS  WHO  DID  NOT  BELIEVE 

It  is  a matter  of  good  Jewish  history  that 
no  one  disputed  the  meaning  of  “Almah*’ 
(virgin)  until  the  Jewish  Followers  of  Jesus 
began  to  use  the  Isaiah  Text  to  justify  their 
belief  in  Him  as  Messiah.  This  is  stated  in 
VALENTINE’S  JEWISH  ENCYCLOPEDIA 
as  follows  under  the  heading  “Septuagint;” 
(the  translation  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  into 
Greek,  done  by  learned  Jews  about  200  years 
before  Christ) : 

'‘The  appearance  of  the  Septuagint 
was  greeted  with  enthusiasm  by 
the  Jews  everywhere;  but  with  the 
rise  of  the  Christian  sect  and  its 
adoption  of  this  . . . (Septuagint) 
as  its  Bible,  the  Jews  began  to 
denounce  It  (the  Septuagint 
Bible)  vehemently.”  (end  of 
quote). 

Now, — in  this  Septuagint  Bible  the  Jewish 
Translators  had  used  the  greek  word  "Par- 
thenos”  to  carry  over  their  own  understanding 
of  the  Hebrew  word  "Almah”  of  the  Isaiah 
Prophecy.  These  ancient  Jewish  Translators 
knew  their  greek  well;  they  knew  that  a 
Greek  would  never  have  used  the  word  par- 
thenos  when  speaking  of  a married  woman  or 
of  a non-virgin.  Thus  they  gave  sure  evidence 
of  the  Jewish  traditional  understanding  of  the 
word  "Almah”  in  the  Prophecy  of  Isaiah. 

The  only  way  for  those  few  insincere  lead- 
ers of  the  Jews  to  escape  from  this  evidence 
in  their  own  correct  Greek  Bible,  was  to  dis- 
own that  Bible  altogether.  Their,  dishonesty, 
commemorated  in  the  above  quotation  from 
Valentine’s  Envyclopedia,  was  indeed  a sad 
and  devastating  expose  of  the  character  of 
those  who  were  spear-heading  the  attack  on 
the  Disciples  of  Jesus.  These  good,  intelligent 
Jews  were  puzzled;  they  could  not  understand

why  a Jewish-Greek  Bible  which  ‘^had  been 
greeted  with  enthusiasm  by  Jews  everywhere/^ 
and  had  been  honored  and  read  in  Synagogues 
for  two-hundred  years,  should  suddenly  be- 
come stupid  and  heretical! 

(from  Jewish  Morning  Service:)  ‘‘Blessed 
art  Thou  O Lord.  . . . Speedily  cause  the  Off- 
spring of  David  Thy  Servant  to  flourish,  for 
we  wait  for  Thy  Salvation  all  the  day.  . . . 
Blessed  art  Thou  0 Lord,  who  hearkenest 
unto  prayer.’’ 


JEWS  FROM  'MISSOURI* 

(You've  got  to  SHOW  ME) 

The  Jews  who  believed  in  Jesus  and  in  Mary 
as  His  Virgin-Mother  were  the  world’s  most 
honored  skeptics.  Shrewd,  though  honest,  in 
business,  — they  showed  themselves  doubly 
shrewd  about  the  claims  of  Jesus.  Jesus  had 
died  before  their  very  eyes  on  a cross,  and 
they  had  even  helped  to  bury  Him:  and  so, 
they  were  now  in  despair,  and  had  ‘thrown  in 
the  sponge.’  Then  when  they  got  the  story 
that  Jesus  had  resurrected  Himself  from  His 
burial-tomb  they  labelled  it  as  a tale  spawned 
by  a woman’s  fevered  imagination.  As  an 
illustration  of  this  Apostolic  skepticism,  we 
have  the  Apostle  Thomas  and  his  incredulity. 
He  flatly  refused  to  take  the  combined  assur- 
ance of  the  other  Apostles  that  they  had 
talked  and  eaten  with  the  same  Jesus  Who  had 
been  crucified. 

As  the  expression  has  it,  Thomas  was  ‘from 
Missouri;’  he  had  to  be  shown.  He  demanded 
a proof  that  he  was  sure  could  never  be  pro- 
duced. ‘You  will  not  get  me  to  believe  what 
you  say  until  I put  my  fingers  into  the  wounds 
of  Jesus’  hands,  and  put  my  hand  into  the 
spearwound  in  His  side.’  Well^ — Thomas  got 
his  proof  a few  days  later.  When  he  saw 
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Jesus  standing  before  him  and  heard  His 
invitation  to  put  his  fingers  into  the  wounds 
of  the  nails,  he  fell  to  his  knees  and  uttered 
with  an  emotion  that  shook  his  soul:  (we  give 
the  hebrew) 

"Rabbi  w’  Eli" 

(My  Teacher  and  my  God) 

Any  devout  Jew  can  well  appreciate  what 
kind  of  proof  it  must  have  been  that  could 
extract  such  seeming  blasphemy  from  the  lips 
of  a pious  Jew.  In  paraphrase,  this  is  what 
Thomas  said: 

‘‘Until  this  moment,  I called  you 
merely  by  the  title  Rabbi  (my 
Teacher) ; but  now  I am  compelled 
by  my  very  eyes  and  with  help 
from  heaven,  to  worship  you  also 
as  Eli  (my  God). 

THESE  SAME  DISCIPLES 
WERE  JUST  AS  SKEPTICAL 
ABOUT  THE  VIRGIN-BIRTH. 
THEY  DEMANDED  PROOF  OF 
THE  VIRGIN-MOTHERHOOD 
OF  MARY  AND  THEY  GOT  IT. 

HOW  DID  THEY  GET  IT? 

In  view  of  the  commendable  skepticism  of 
the  Disciples  of  Jesus, — can  you  picture  them 
meekly  and  gullibly  swallowing  a ‘lie’  or  an 
‘old-wives’  tale  about  a virgin-birth?  The  Jew- 
ish Believers  did  not  accept  Miriam  merely 
because  of  the  Isaiah  Prophecy;  or  on  Mary’s 
own  mere  say-so;  or  on  any  mere  assurance 
from  her  close  relatives;  BUT — they  accepted 
Her  because  of  the 

combined  force  and  proof  of  all 
the  miraculous  occurrences  of  that 
moment  in  Jewish  history,  toge- 
ther with  the  unbroken  Tradition 
of  the  Synagogue  about  the  Isaiah 
Prophecy,  and  all  the  other  Proph- 
ecies. 
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A miraculous  virginity  such  as  Miriam’s  need- 
ed much  more  proof  for  the  Jewish  public 
than  just  Mary’s  own  conviction  and  state- 
ment of  what  had  happened  within  Her 
through  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  To  re- 
peat— it  was  the  ensemble,  the  massing  up  of 
all  the  wonders  happening  before  the  eyes  of 
the  Jews  that  prepared  their  minds  and  hearts 
to  believe  in  Jesus  as  the  Messiah,  and  to 
venerate  (not  worship)  Mary  as  His  Virgin- 
Mother.  Here  are  some  of  these  wonders: 

— Jesus,  Mary’s  Son,  had  fulfilled  in  Him- 
self to  their  complete  satisfaction  all  the  Mes- 
siah-Prophecies  of  the  Torah  and  the  Prophets. 
Hundreds  of  the  most  learned  and  devout 
Priests  of  the  Temple,  Scribes,  and  Pharisees 
were  among  the  many  thousands  of  Jews  in 
Palestine  and  in  the  far  countries  who  be- 
lieved and  professed  that  Jesus  born  of  Mary 
the  perpetual  Virgin,  was  the  Messiah. 

— Jesus  had  piled  up  a veritable  mountain 
of  miracles  before  the  very  eyes  of  His 
enemies  (the  few  Leaders).  One  of  these  was 
His  raising  the  already  corrupting  Lazarus 
from  the  dead.  This  wonder  He  performed  in 
the  sight  of  nearly  500  Jews.  The  enemies  of 
Jesus  later  tried  to  kill  Lazarus. 

— Jesus  rose  from  His  own  tomb  — and 
afterwards  ate  and  talked  often  with  His 
Apostles. 

The  mere  spoken  word  of  such  a 
One  was  enough  for  the  Disciples. 
‘‘Search  the  Scriptures”  He  had 
challenged  his  enemies  (you  will 
find  that)  “They  speak  of  Me.” 

When  he  revealed  Himself  as  the 
Son  of  Man  (of  Mary  as  a human 
being)  and  as  the  Son  of  God 
(fathered  by  the  Holy  Spirit)  it 
was  easy  for  them  to  believe  that 
He  was  “God-With-Us.”

THE  GENTILES  TOO 

Now  all  this  evidence  was  preached  to  the 
Gentile  Nations  by  the  Jewish  Disciples  of 
Jesus.  Without  these  proofs,  as  also  without 
the  miracles  that  accompanied  the  preaching 
of  the  Apostles,  the  conversion  of  the  Gentiles 
would  have  been  as  impossible  as  would  have 
been  the  conversion  of  any  Jews.  However, 

this  conversion  of  the  pagan  nat- 
ions of  the  world  over,  besides 
having  been  foretold  in  the  Torah 
and  the  Prophets,  WAS  PROPH- 
ESIED AGAIN  EXPRESSLY 
AND  POINTEDLY  BY  THE 
BLESSED  VIRGIN  MARY  HER- 
SELF. 


Miriam  a Prophetess 

Therefore,  — Mary  is  not  only  the  Virgin 
visioned  by  Isaiah,  but  She  is  also  a Proph- 
etess. Out  of  the  dozens  of  Prophecies  of 
Judaism  concerning  the  conversion  of  the 
Gentiles  (Goyim)  to  the  worship  of.  the  One 
True  God  (Adonai  Echod),  we  will  give  just 
one,  and  then  proceed  to  the  Prophecy  made 
by  Mary  the  Mother  of  Jesus. 

The  Prophet  Isaiah  writes : ‘Tn  the  last  days, 
the  mountain  of  the  House  of  the  Lord  shall 
be  prepared  on  the  top  of  mountains,  and  it 
(the  House  of  the  Lord)  shall  be  exalted 
above  the  hills,  and  ALL  NATIONS  (Kol 
goyim)  shall  flow  into  It.’^  (2:2)  Isaiah  made 
this  Prophecy  about  2700  years  ago — 800 
years  before  Jesus  was  born.  As  anyone  can 
see,  the  Prophecy  has  been  fulfilled  literally. 
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ALL  NATIONS  — ALL  GENERATIONS 
(Kol  goylm)  (Kol  doro+h) 

The  precise  prophecy  made  by  the  Blessed 
Virgin  Mary  is  that  the  goyim  in  every  gen- 
eration would  call  Her  Blessed.  Whereas,  the 
ancient  Prophets  used  the  wide  phrase  ‘‘all 
nations.  . . Mary  pinpointed  Her  Prophecy 
by  saying:  “All  generations  shall  call  Me 
Blessed.”  Let  US  see  whether  or  not  such  a 
daring  prophecy  made  by  a girl  about  sixteen 
years  of  age  has  been  fulfilled. 

TEST  OF  A PROPHET'S  TRUTHFULNESS 
IN  ANCIENT  JUDAISM 

In  the  days  of  ancient  Judaism  the  Author- 
ities applied  certain  Divinely  appointed  tests 
to  those  who  prophesied.  This  they  did  much 
in  the  way  we  today  might  sift  the  forecasts 
of  a politician.  Political  ‘prophets’  originate 
their  forecasts  from  real  or  imaginary  facts; 
and  their  prognostications  are  occasionally 
grievously  in  error  because  they  are  only 
human.  A notorious  example  of  such  a blun- 
der was  the  Gallup  Poll  of  the  United  States 
which  predicted  with  certainty  that  Harry 
Truman  would  lose  the  Presidential  Election 
of  1948.  As  we  all  know,  Harry  won.  Of  our 
human  ‘prophets’  we  might  ask:  What  author- 
ity can  he  allege  for  the  possible  truth  of  his 
forecast?  Did  his  forecast  come  true? 

However,  in  Israel,  the  testing  of  a man 
who  claimed  to  prophesy  in  the  name  of  God 
was  fool-proof;  for  God  provided  two  test 
principles  for  this.  These  principles  we  will 
write  down  here,  and  then  set  them  against 
Mary’s  Prophecy  to  see  whether  She  be  gen- 
uine or  not.  Test  number  One  is;  “Does  the 
alleged  Prophet  try  to  lead  the  People  away 
from  God?  (see  Deut.  13:1-5;  and  Tract 
vSanhedrin  in  the  Talmud.)

Test  two:  Did  the  Prophecy  come  true? 

— In  the  Book  of  Deut.,  chapter  18,  verses 
9 to  22. 

— In  the  Talmud,  Tract  Sanhedrin. 

‘The  righteous ; even  in  death,  are 
called  living;  but  the  wicked,  even 
in  life,  are  called  dead.”  (Talmud) 


A LITTLE  GIRL  SHALL  LEAD  THEM 
(Miriam's  Prophecy  in  History) 

About  1900  years  ago  a Galilean  Jewish 
Maiden  of  sixteen  summers  or  so,  paid  an 
unexpected  visit  to  Her  cousin  Elizabeth  at 
Hebron  in  Judea.  As  this  holy  Maiden  stepped 
across  the  threshhold  she  uttered  the  custom- 
ary hebrew  greeting  in  her  sweet  voice : 
“Sholom  alechem”  (peace  to  you).  Elizabeth 
returned  the  greeting  in  accents  of  awe  as 
she  folded  Mary  into  her  affectionate  embrace. 
Then  the  Cousin  exclaimed:  “How  is  it  that 
I deserve  a visit  from  the  Mother  of  my  Lord? 
Mary,  you  are  more  highly  blessed  than  all 
women;  and  Blessed  is  the  Child  within  you. 
Why, — as  soon  as  I heard  your  greeting,  the 
infant  in  my  w^omb  leaped  for  joy.  You  are 
blessed  indeed  for  believing  that  what  the 
angel  told  you  on  behalf  of  the  Lord  will  be 
fulfilled.” 

Mary  answ^ered:  “Elizabeth, — from  now  on 
not  only  wdll  our  own  Nation  call  me  ‘Blessed,’ 

but  even  every  generation  of  the 
Gentiles  (goyim)  shall  call  me 
‘Blessed’  until  the  end  of  time; 
because  He  that  is  the  Almighty 
has  done  great  things  to  me  ...  as 
He  promised  to  Abraham  and  to 
his  seed  forever. 

God  has  made  me  the  Mother  of  His  Saviour, 
but  has  preserved  my  maidenhood.” 
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MARY'S  PROPHECY  FULFILLED 

That  Miriam’s  Prophecy  has  been  fulfilled 
is  so  evident  as  to  need  little  discussion;  for, 
everyone  can  see  it  in  the  pages  of  history 
and  in  present-day  life.  ^‘BLESSED  ARE 
YOU  AMONG  WOMEN”  is  written,  said  and 
sung  in  every  nation  of  the  world:  in  bibles, 
in  books  without  number,  on  stage  and  screen, 
in  art  and  poetry;  on  radio  and  television, 
and  of  course  in  the  churches.  This  is  the 
easy  answer  to  the  test  question  that  might 
be  applied  by  the  Synagogue:  ‘‘Did  the  Proph- 
ecy come  true?” 

BUT — ^what  about  the  other  test  question: 
“Has  Mary  of  Nazareth,  by  Her  Prophecy, 
led  Her  own  beloved  Jewish  People  and  the 
Gentile  nations  away  from  the  One  True  God? 

It  is  like  a knife  in  the  heart  even  to  suggest 
such  a crime!  How  is  it  possible  for  one  to 
call  Miriam  “Blessed  among  women”  while 
blaspheming  the  very  God  who  has  made  Her 
Blessed?  Definitely  and  without  quibble,  all 
who  believe  that  Mary  is  the  Mother  of  the 
Messiah  worship  the  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac 
and  Jacob:  They  worship  the  same  One  Indi- 
visible Unity  which  the  Jews  call  Adonai 
Echod.  Those  who  still  stubbornly  and  with- 
out proof  accuse  Christians  of  worshipping 
three  gods  must  be  asleep.  To  no  one  will  the 
Church  yield  the  honor  of  worshipping  the 
One  True  God  and  Creator  of  the  World 
more  self-sacrificingly  and  perseveringly  than 
to  Herself.  One  of  the  strangest  contradic- 
tions we  note  in  this  world  of  ours  is  that 
Jews  will  take  just  pride  in  pointing  out  that 
the  Gentiles  now  believe  in  the  One  True  God, 
while  condemning  those  same  Gentiles  for 
worshipping  three  gods.  The  writer  would  feel 
no  qualm  of  conscience  at  all  in  singing  today 
as  he  did  formerly  in  synagogues  the  great 
Jewish  act  of  Faith: 
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“Hear  O Israel,  the  Lord  thy  God,  the  Lord 
is  One/’ 

Blessed  Mary,  the  Virgin-Mother  of  Jesus 
also,  as  a good  Jewess  very  likely  sang  this 
prayer  until  the  end  of  Her  life.  She  prayed 
in  synagogue  and  Temple  although  after  Her 
Son  had  instituted  the  Sacrifice  of  the  New 
Law,  She  did  not  join  in  the  animal  sacrifices 
offered  in  the  temple.  Mary;  raised  Her  Di- 
vine Son  as  a Jew.  She  lived,  not  indeed  as 
the  Jews  of  today  but  as  a Jewess  who  had 
attained  the  perfection  of  Her  Religion.  How 
easy  and  pleasant  it  is  to  picture  Mary  pray- 
ing over  the  Shabbos  (Sabbath)  candles  on 
friday  nights,  as  my  good  aunt  does  faith- 
fully, along  with  millions  of  other  Jewesses 
of  today  and  yesteryear.  It  is  a joy  to  imagine 
Mary  carrying  a lighted  candle  through  Her 
home  at  Nazareth  before  the  Feast  of  Pass- 
over  to  make  the  prescribed  search  for 
leaven : — to  see  Her  sitting  silent  and  thought- 
ful while  Joseph,  head  of  the  house,  repeats 
the  historical  narrative  of  the  liberation  of 
Her  Nation  from  Egyptian  slavery.  WHO

THE  "SEED"  OF  THE  WOMAN  SHALL 
"CRUSH  YOUR  HEAD" 

The  joyful  fruit  of  all  the  considerations  in 
this  pamphlet  is,  and  can  only  be,  that  the 
Woman  who  is  now  universally  called  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  is  Blessed  only  because 
Her  Son  is  the  Messiah;  for  “He  that  is  Al- 
mighty has  done  great  things  to  me.”  She  is 
the  Woman  foreseen  by  God  Himself  when 
He  said  to  the  evil  Spirit:  “Her  Seed  (Child) 
shall  crush  your  head”  (Gen.  3:15).  She  is 
the  “Woman  who  shall  encompass  a Man” 
(Jer.  31:32).  She  is  the  astonishing  Virgin 
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who  ravished  the  vision  of  our  wonderful 
Prophet  Isaiah.  About  this  great  sublime 
Creature  of  God  we  may  sing  what  the  Jews 
sang  of  Judith;  but  only  with  thrice  the  fer- 
vor and  truth: 

The  Lord  has  blessed  you  by  His 
Power  because  by  you  He  has 
brought  our  enemies  to  nought. 

O Daughter,  you  are  Blessed  by 
the  Lord  the  most  High  God  more 
than  all  women  on  the  earth.  . . . 

Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  . . . be- 
cause He  has  so  magnified  your 
name  today,  that  your  praises 
shall  not  cease  from  the  mouths 
of  men  . . . forever.  You  are  the 
glory  of  Jerusalem;  You  are  the 
joy  of  Israel;  You  are  the  honor 
of  our  People.  . . . Your  heart  has 
been  strengthened  because  you 
have  loved  chastity.  . . . AND 
THEREFORE  YOU  SHALL  BE 
BLESSED  FOREVER.  (Book  of 
Judith  Ch.  13  & 15) 

O BLESSED  MARY,  Virgin  of  God,  Mother 
of  Jesus, — what  is  this  wall  that  hides  from 
our  Jewish  fellowmen  that  beauty  in  You 
which  ravished  God  Himself?  Who  will  level 
that  wall  for  us?  Who  will  tear  the  blindfold 
from  the  tear-filled  eyes  of  sad  and  perse- 
cuted Israel?  Your  Divine  Child!  He  who 
came  to  Your  bosom  from  eternal  realms  as 
the  Pure  Spirit  of  God,  and  has  returned  to 
the  Bosom  of  the  Father  robed  in  the  once 
mortal  fiesh  which  You  gave  Him  from  Your 
own  Virginal  Body.  0 please  beseech  Him  for 
our  People!  Fight  for  Israel  as  chaste  Judith; 
beseech  the  King  of  Kings  for  Israel  as  did 
lovely  Queen  Esther;  for  ‘‘the  Law  is  not 
made  for  you,  but  for  all  others.’’  From  sun- 
rise to  its  setting.  Your  Son  the  King  asks:. 
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“O  (My  Mother)  what  is  your  petition?  even 
if  you  ask  for  half  my  Kingdom  you  shall 
have  it.”  Answer  Him  as  Esther:  ‘‘0  King — 
(O  My  ovm  Son,  flesh  of  my  flesh), — give  me 
My  People !”  (Book  of  Esther,  Ch.  7)

Christian  readers — please  pray  for  the  Peo- 
ple who  gave  you  your  Saviour  and  your 
Blessed  Mother.

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Appendix  I 

Some  of  the  Many  Passages  from 
Rabbinic  Sources  about  the 
Virgin-Birth 

The  Tradition  of  the  Synagogue,  as  ex- 
pressed by  these  Rabbis  and  Commentators  is 
that  the  birth  of  the  Messiah  (whenever  He 
might  arrive)  has  to  occur  in  a manner  dif- 
ferent from  the  birth  of  ordinary  mortals: 

1.  Rabbi  Moses,  the  Preacher  (Moses 
Hadarschan) : 

Here  is  this  great  Commentator's  remark- 
able observation:  ‘Tt  is  written  ‘Truth  will 
be  begotten  from  the  earth,  and  Justice  will 
look  down  from  heaven"  (Heb.  text  of  Ps.  84: 
12).  Moses  then  quotes  Rabbi  Yudan's  con- 
siderations on  this  text:  “Rabbi  Yudan  said: 
'This  (Truth  etc.)  is  our  Salvation,  and  it 
will  be  begotten  from  the  earth  by  the  im- 
mediate operation  of  God;  and,  both  (Truth 
and  Justice)  will  be  bound  together.  But  why 
does  the  text  say  that  Truth  will  be  begotten 
instead  of  born?  Because  the  manner  of  Its 
(Truth's)  birth  will  be  unlike  the  birth  of 
creatures  of  the  world: — that  is,  it  will  be 
different  in  every  way.  That  is  also  the  mean- 
ing of  verse  13 

“For  the  Lord  will  give  a good 
thing,  and  our  earth  will  give  its 
fruit." 

“IN  POINT  OF  FACT,  NO  ONE  WILL  BE 
ABLE  TO  NAME  ITS  FATHER,  and  still  less, 
know  Him.  But  this  will  be  a hidden  thing  to 
the  people  until  He  comes  to  reveal  Himself." 
(end  quote) 

Here  we  see  that  the  Synagogue  held  tightly 
to  Its  Traditional  Faith  — that  the  Messiah 
would  come  to  the  earth  from  a different 
principle  or  origin  of  life  from  all  other  per- 
sons on  earth.  THIS,  together  with  the  Syna- 
gogue's teaching  that  Messiah  was  to  be  a 
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human  being,  (as  well  as  Divine),  expresses 
clearly  enough  the  teaching  of  the  Catholic 
Church  which  the  writer  offered  earlier  in  this 
pamphlet:  ‘‘Jesus  is  God  on  His  Father’s  side; 
and  Man  on  His  Mother’s  side.”  Just  the 
considerations  of  the  Rabbis  alone  can  lead 
to  one  conclusion  about  Mary  of  Nazareth: — 
She  is,  by  Divine  Prophecy  and  fulfillment,  a 
Virgin  forever. 

The  Midrasch  Rabba 
(The  Great  Commentary) 

2.  — commenting  on  the  words  of  Eve: 
“For  God  has  appointed  me  another  seed” 
(Gen.  4:25),  says: 

“Rabbi  Thanhuma  said  in  the  name  of 
Rabbi  Samuel:  “Eve  had  in  mind  that 
Seed  which  was  to  come  from  a differ- 
ent source.  And  what  is  that  Seed?  It 
is  the  King,  Our  Messiah.” 

3.  The  Tradition  that  Messiah  was  to  come 
from  a principle  or  source  of  life  different 
from  all  others,  was  well-known  and  talked 
about  even  while  Jesus  was  preaching  to  the 
Jews. 

In  the  Gospel  (a  good  Hebrew  term  from 
Isaiah)  according  to  Johannan  (John)  7:25, 
we  may  read:  “.  . . some  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Jerusalem  said:  “Isn’t  this  the  man  (Jesus) 
they  are  anxious  to  kill?  yet  here  he  is  speak- 
ing right  out  in  the  open,  and  they  say  noth- 
ing to  him.  Maybe  the  Authorities  have  dis- 
covered that  this  man  is  really  the  Messiah; 
on  the  other  hand,  we  know  who  this  man’s 
parents  are;  BUT  WHEN  MESSIAH  COMES 
NOBODY  WILL  KNOW  HIS  PARENTAGE.” 

In  saying  this,  the  Jews  were  talking  about 
the  same  origin  of  the  Messiah  as  these  Rab- 
bis whom  we  have  just  quoted.
